The general interest taken in the 
visit of Oscar Wilde to this coast may 
fairly be considered as based on no 
one thing more than the national pecu- 
Karity which demands that every citi- 
ven shall, on every available occasion, 
gaze on the immediate object of noto- 
riety, whether it be a prize pig ora 
distinguished statesman; a female re- 
former in breeches ora monster circus; 
a great General or a six-legged calf; 
anything, in short, which appeals to 
the curiosity. 

No one can seriously believe that 
the immature young Irishman, who is 
now reaping a golden harvest here is 
worthy of anything more than a fair 
hearing and courteous treatment. That 
he should be apotheosised as a re- 
former, heartily bent on improving the 
’ morals and manners of the New World, 
is too absurd for consideration. The 
languid Oscar is not of the type that 
appeals to the sympathy of any 
but a few curled darlings of 
the English aristocracy. Many may 
look on him and listen to his rhapso- 
dies, but there will be no founding 
of the Order of Aesthetes in the Uni- 
ted States. The dressmakers and mil- 
liners will utilize the interest in the 
sunflower movement, and temporarily 
increase their sales by introducing a 
few reminders of the English remapis- 
sance, but the main effect will be that 
young Mr. Wilde will return to his 
mamma, with a ponderous roll of 
greenbacks, tosink into merited ob- 
scurity, outside of 1 ‘few drawing 
rooms in the Bunthorne circles.

Here isa fleshly young man warring 
against the Philigtines, and posing in 
the role of a reformer, whose poems, 
now scattered broadcast over the 
land. excel in indecency the suggest- 
ive songs of Swinburne, the eccen- 
tricities of Swift and Rabelais, and 
the doubtful romances of the De 
Cameron.

Indians on Milk River, says he struck 
the Indiaus on the 14th inst., halt a 
mile below Medicine Lodge, where 
there were 35 or 40 lodges of Little 
Piue's band. On the 15th, by forced 
marches, he reached the first helf- 
breeds’ village, and a half hour later 
the detached cavalry had destroyed 80 
or 90 dwellings, The leaders fied. 
The half-breeds were badly demoral- 
ized, and are going north. The cav- 
alry have been sent to the lower vil- 
lage, and this movement will close the 
half-breeds’ campaign, unless the In- 
dians again show themselves on the 
north side of the river, when Captain 
Kline will drive them back over the 
line. 


An Eastern Hurricane. 
New York, March 28. 

A special from Moracla says: A vi- 
olent hurricane swevt over this place 
yesterdayevening. On Cooper's plan- 
tation all the houses including the 
dwellings, were destroyed. J. W.

Oscar Wilde ia San Francisco, . 
San Francisco, March 28. 
Oscar Wilde delivered his first lec- 
ture at Pratt’s Hall last evening. A 
full audience of the best social ele- 
ment was present and received the 
“apostle of esthetics” civilly and 
pleasantly. He spoke, without notes 
and with but little gesture, for about 
an hour and a quarter.

A Horrible Wife Murder. 
San Francisco, March 28. 
A fearful wife murder was com- 
mitted here about 9 o’cleck last even- 
ing. John Killalea, a longshoreman, 
residing at 410 Pacific street, killed 
his wife, Maria Killalea, in a drunken 
fit of jealousy. Armed with a sheatb- 


knife Killalea proceeded, in his fury, 
to carve the woman in a horrible man- 
ner. Stabs were inflicted on the right 
side of the neck, right side of chin, 
shoulder, abdomen, chest, under left 
aipple; also a fearful slash in the left 
side of the face from ear to the angle 
of the mouth. The first and second 
fingers of the right hand were also 
nearly severed. Killalea did not seem 
to be exhausted until life was extinct. 
When arrested, the murderer was 
asked what was the matter, when he 
answered, with brutal indifference, 
“Oh, nothing; I have only cut my 
wife's throat. That's all.” The de- 
ceased woman was a native of Ireland, 
aged 46 years, She was the mother 
of six children—all living.

~ In conversatidn with €n intel- 
ligent stock mao yesterday a GazeTre 
reporter lesrned that W. B. Todhunter 
branded last Spring ovér 9,000 calves 
and has sent to market this season 
6,000 head of beef cattle. 

These figures prove Mr. Todhunter 
to be the largest stock raiser in this 
country. There are others who send 
more cattle to the market, but they 
buy them instead of raising them. 
He has over 20,000 head of stock cat- 
tle and over 100,000 acres of patented 
land. He gut patents last month for 
38,000 acres of swamp land in one 
buoch. He has about 1,000 bulls and 
300 saddle horses. He employs 50 
men and puts up 2,500 tons of hay, to 
guard against hard winters, He keeps 
100 work horses and raises grain 
enough to feed all his saddle and work 
stock. Besides his cattle he has 700 
or 800 stock horses, 4 jacks and 50 
stallions. His stock is divided among 
four ranches, one koown as the White 
Horse ranch, lying just inside the 
Oregon line, where 5,000 head are 
kept; one in Long Valley, in the 
northwest corner uf Nevada, lying 
alongside of Surprise, supports 4,000 
head; the Pyramid raoch, lying at the 
northeast corner of the lake, has 1,500 
and a lot of horses; the Abbott ranch, 
at Steens Mountain, feeds 4,000, and 
Harney Valley 5,000 more. The home 
ranch is 25 miles trem a neighbor.
